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process privilege incorporated into the FOIA by Exemption 5 of the Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5), 
and are, accordingly, exempt from public disclosure. One redaction also reflects infoimation 
relating to ongoing enforcement proceedings and its disclosure could reasonably be expected to 
interfere with such proceedings. That material is, therefore, exempt irom public disclosure 
pursuant to Exemption 7A, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(A). 

"We are withholding twenty-one documents (33 pages) in their entirety. These documents 
are withheld from public disclosure pursuant to the attorney work-product doctrine and the 
deliberative process privilege portions of Exemption 5 of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5). 
Twenty of these twenty-one documents also reflect information that relates to ongoing 
enforcement proceedings and their disclosure could reasonably be expected to interfere with 
those proceedings. They are, accordingly, withheld from public disclosure pursuant to 
Exemption 7A of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(A). 
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
